Baron de Stampach Lieut.Col. of the Regiment of Lob- 
kowitz to crofs the Road this Convoy was to take. He 
very punctually executed his Commiffion, and arrived at 
the Place juft as the Convoy was in fight. The Eſcort 
defended themfelves with great Refolution, eight Men 
were killed upon the Spot, 35 made Prifoners,. and, to- 
gether with the whole Convoy, brought hither this 
Evening. 

Liffau, Nov.26. Prince Lobkowirz eftablifhed his 
Head Quarters here on the 20th. Count Wenceflaus 
Wallis has made himfelf Matter of Leutmaritz, with all 
the Magazines that were there. The Garrifon too are 
made Prifoners of War, And this Moment we have 
Advice that Teufchen, where the French had the reft of 
their Magazines, bas alfo furrendered; which muft re- 
duce the Garrifon of Prague to great Neceflities. The 
Bohemians are now grown {fo weary of the War and fo 
defirous of making an end of it, that their Militia is tre- 
bled within thefe two Months. Aod the taking of thefe 
Magazines will enable us to increafe them to 10 or 
12,000 Men. They are very able, ftout Fellows, and do 
a great deal of Service. 


Fournal of the Auftrian Army in Bavaria under the 
Command of Prince Charles of Lorrain, Nov.it. 

Having now no tarther Doubt as to the Enemy’s Paf- 
fage at Dingelfeld, and it being manifeft that their Defign 
was to march to Schoenau, with Intent to join Marthal 
Seckendorff in order to fall with their whole Army upon 
the Body of Troops commanded by Baron Berenciau. 
This obliged us to aflemble all our Forces and to abandon 
Landau and Deckendorff, bur then we did this without 
any Lofs, whereas when the Enemy quitted them, their 
Garifons were made Prifonersof War. Field Marfhal Ke- 
venhuller who was at the laft ot thefe Towns quitted it 
on the 17th, and having continued his March by Aillers- 
bach arrived this Day at Vilfhoffen. The Prince conti- 
nued his March on the 17th, and incamp’d at Tummels- 
dorff, where he continued the 18th and 19th. On the 
zoth we arriv’d at Hocherftadt, and this Day we arriv’d 
at Scharding. By thefe Motions Baron Berenclau now 
commands the Van, Prince Charles the Centre, and 
Count Khevenbuller the Rear. We know that Marfhal 
Seckendorff having — of our March decamp’d 
the Day before Yefterday, but we fhall follow him for all 


that, and expec to be able to fight him the — after 


Tomorrow, which very probably may put Munic 
more into our Hands. 

Hague, Dec. 9. Our Lords the States of Holland and 
Weft Friezland adjourn’d Yefterday in the Afternoon. 
They are faid to have examin’d the Plan of Accommo- 
dation which France was defirous fhould have been re- 
commended by them to the Powersgt War, but they 
have taken no Refolution thereupon, nor upon a Propo- 
fition that was made to them of fending a confiderable 
Body of Forces into the Barrier Towns, in order to re- 
place the Auftrian Troops, which are actually march’d 
into Germany ; which ocesfions much Speculation.

T a Time when fo many of our Countrymen have 

taken the Freedom to direct their Reprefentatives 

what Meafures to purfue, and how to conduct them- 

felves in Parliament; at this critical Conjuncture, permit 

us to claim an equal Right, and to ſuggeſt to you our 
Sentiments of Perfons and Things. 

It is not without fenfible Concern that we oblerve a 
reftlefs revengeful Spirit, tending to diftrefs the Govern- 
ment, weaken the Adminiftration, and embroi! the Na- 
tion, in fo many of our Fellow-Subje&ts, who take upon 
them to cenfure and condemn a Scene of Actions of 
which they cannot poflibly be competent Judges; me- 
ditating and breathing Vengeance they know not why ; 
and this at a Time when the firmeft Unanimity among. 
all crue Britons is peculiarly neceflary ; as it would — 
effectually intimidate our natural and avowed Enemies, 
and promote Nationa! Profperity. 

Certainly the Enjoyment of our Rights and Liberties 
is as valuable and dear to us, both as Men and Chriftians, 
as to any that wear the Humane Nature ; nor could any 
Confideration induce us to fall in Love with Chains, or 
tamely bow our Necks to an uneafy, galling Yoke: But 
while we feel ourfelves happy in the plenary Enjoyment 
of whatfoever loyal and good Subjects can jultly chal- 
lenge from their Governors, it is not the Cry of a Mul- 
titude, nor the Clamours of Corporations, how grand 
foever, can prevail on us, im {pite of our Senies, to be- 
lieve that White is Black, or Sweet, Bitter, 
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Whea we compare the prefent with fome former 
Reigns, which fome of us are old enoygh to remem ber, 
when our happy Conftitution lay bieedmg of Wounds 
then deemed incurable, when our. Liberties were adunlly 
infringed, and the Prerogative ftretch’d even to the Ex- 
excife of Lawiels Power, we cannot without the warmett 
Delight and Gratitude reflect on his prefent Majetty s juſt 
and gentile Government, under which we fenfibly find 
ourfeives protecled in the full Pofleilion of all our Rights 
and Liberties. And his Majelty’s fteady, usitorm, mva- 
riable Profecution of the moft falutary Meafures thro’ 
the whole Courfe of his Reign, during which the Rights 
of his Subjeéts have in 00 one Inftaace been incroached 
upon, confirms our chearful Confidence in his Royal 
Word for the continued Exercife of the fame Jultice and 
Goodaefs. If our Commerce has felt in fome degree 
the Eficécts of Spanifh Captures and fcan’y Crops, far be 
it from us to charge thele to the Account ot the Ad- 
miniftration ; the former othe unavoidable Confe- 

¢ of what the Nation had long and loudly clamour'd 
for, and the latter an immediate Hand of Providence. — 

We entirely approve and applaud his Majefty’s Wif- 
dom and Vigour in carrying on the War; 4s alfo the 
Vigorous Meafures he hath taken, and happy Alliances 
form'd, in order to fuccour an injur’d Princes, our good 
and natural Ally, to curb afpiring Powers, and preferve 
the Ballance of Ewrepe; nor doubt the Suceels. And 
we dechire to the World our Abborrence of every Infi- 
nuation that tends to fhake the People’s Confidence in his 
Majelty’s Wifdom and Zeal for the Publick Weitare, and 
to toment Animofitics and Divifions among us, which 
of ail Things would bave the moft tatal Tendency to de- 
feat his Majefty’s good latentions, and betray us into the 
Hands of our Enemies.
